"It is vital to our future se- 


curity that non-essenlial Federal 
spending be cut to the bone. Our 
financial security is jusl as im- 
portant to our democracy as our 
defense security. Our government 
has undertaken financial obliga- 
tions of the most colossal mag- 
nitude. Nol only must many bil- 
lions be spent for our own de- 
fense, bul many more billions 
have been authorized for Great 
Britain and other nations resist- 
ing aggression. 


"When the first World War be- 


gan, 
the Federal Government had 


a public debt of 1 billion dollars. 
The Federal public debt today 
is nearly 52 billions, and is rapidly 
increasing. Already we have au- 
thorized and appropriated for na- 
tional defense public funds Iwice 
as large as the total cost of the 
first World War. Much of this is 
so far unspent, but it is a com- 
mitment on the Treasury. 


"This is just a beginning, and 


no accurate estimate can be made 
of the ultimate financial cost to 
America. Including the second 
lend-lease appropriation, our ap- 
proportions and authorizations for 
national defense so far exceed 60 
billion dollars. 


"In the face ot these huge de- 


fense expenditures, Ihere has been 
no consequential economy in non- 
defense spending. The laxes im- 
posed now upon the American 
people are the heaviest in our his- 
tory, yet we will raise by taxa- 
tion only about 50 cents for every 
dollar expended in the current fis- 
cal year, and only about 35 cents 
of every dollar estimated to be 
expended in the next fiscal year, 
unless the present taxes arc heav- 
ily increased. To put it another 
way, 
in this fiscal year, after pay- 


ing the expenses for normal pur- 
poses (non-defense spending plus 
the peacetime cost of the Army 
and Navy), only about 6 billion 
remain to be applied to the colos- 
sal expenditures for national dc- 


| 
fensc and aid to other nations. 
The balance must be financed by 
public borrowing. 


"The Congressional committee to 


reduce non-essential spending of- 
fers a practical approach to the 
problem. The membership of the 
committee includes the chairmen 
of the appropriating committees 
of the House and Senate, as well 
as the chairmen of the finance 
committees of the House and Se- 
nate—the committees that 
must 


appropriate the money and raise 
the revenue. It includes the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury and the 
Director of tho Budget, bring- 
ing together the administrative 
branch and the legislative branch 
of the government. Tho Secretary 
of the Treasury has assured me 
of his hearty sympathy and full 
support of all practical measures 
for economy. 


"I well know the great task 


of reducing the minimum non- 
essential spending can only be ac- 
complished by the cooperative ef- 
fort between the administration 
and Congress, supported by pub- 
lic opinion made tax conscious by 
the realization of heavy taxes now 
and greater laxes yet to come. 


"In this day when all Americans 


must sacrifice, il is patriotic for 
every American citizen to urge 
thai every single non-essenlial ex- 
penditure be eliminated during 
the period of the emergency and 
at the same time lo cooperale in 
the fullest measure with every ef- 
fort on the part of the Congress 
to bring his about."

The New Tax 
on Automobiles 


Congress Has 
Treasury in Dither 
Over Measure 


By JACK STINNETT 
WASHlNGTON-Congress hns the 


Treasury department across a bnrrcl 
and 
fill because of n little $150,000,000 


item which isn't a drop in a ten-gnl- 
lon kebg when you come to consider- 
ing the ovo.mll billions needed to run 
the government and finance national 
defense. 


When the latest tax bill came out 


of congress, one thing in it not recom- 
mended by the treasury was the $5 
motor vehicle use tax. Even now that 
it has become law, you can't get 
any on-thc-record discussion of it nt 
the Treasury department. 


Certain regulations concerning the 


tax were laid down in the law: the use 
of windshield stickers as certificates 
of payment; the jail sentence and fine 
provided for tax dodgers; and prin- 
cipally the fact that the tax should 
become effective February 1, with a 
prorated payment until the beginning 
of the tax year July 1. 


This little joker means that the 


Treasury department's collectors of 
internal revenue will take the field 
February 1 to collect $209 from each of 
the 32.000,000 private and commercial 
automobile owners in the country— 
one of the neatest little problems in 
tax collection that the treasury ever 
hns been faced with. If a person buys 
a new car or a second-hand one on 
which the use-tax has not been paid 
around the first of March, he will pay 
42 cents less; and so on, until purchas- 
ers of untaxed cars on June 1 will pay 
just 42 cents. On July 1, the collectors 
will have to start all over again with 
the 32,000,000 and pick up $5 from 
each. 


In this problem, there are several 


unknowns: No. 1 is how to find out 
who the automobile owners in the 
country are. About the only places 
such lists are available are in the 
state highway departments. 
In most 


states, it may be assumed that the 
state highway departments will be 
very cooperative and furnish the col- 
lector with the ownership lists. But 
suppose there are some states opposed 
to the tax or for some other reason 
have no inclination to cooperate. That 
could easily develop into an insur- 
mountable hurdle—insurmountable in 
so far as any solution to it has been 
suggested yet. 


Unknown No. 2 (and for my money 


it makes the first hurdle look like a 
puddle jump) is what enforcement or 
policing agency can the Treasury de- 
partment employ to check up on five 
or ten or 15 million motorists who 
might refuse to comply? What head- 
way could the handful of Secret Ser- 
vice agents and Treasury department 
investigators make against millions of 
potention violators? Could city, coun- 
ty or state enforcement agencies (near- 
ly always short on' funds to do even 
the ordinary work assigned to them) 
be expected to help out? 


Unkonwn No. 3—and it's not so 


much an unknown as a question—is 
can the government accord to turn

These little com- 
panies are the backbone of American 
industry, says Odium, and while it 
is difficult to convert them to de- 
fense production, theso 130,000 little 
businesses employ 10 per cent of the 
workers. And to keep them going for 
the next eigiit months would take 
only 26 per cent of the available raw 
materials supply.

through financing by either a special 
federal fund for loans or through a 
partial guarantee—say 20 per cent—on 
private loans from commercial banks. 
The interest rate on these guaranteed 
loans could be low although the mor- 
tality of such financing may be high 
and the overall loss of the conversion 
or expansion may reach $25 million 
or $30 million which will simply have 
to be charged off as a defense ex- 
penditure. 


5. Authorize Army and Navy to 


advance money up to 30 per cent of 
the contract price on the signing of 
the contract. This would permit prime 
contractors to make their plant ex- 
pansion or conversion as soon as the 
order was placed, instead of making 
the contractor borrow money for ex- 
pansion and wait for completion of 
delivery on his order to repay it.
